Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-10 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance

The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a glass for a glass reinforcement strand or a glass 
strand comprising the recites weight percentages of: Si0 2 , A1 2 0 3 , CaO, MgO, Na20+K 2 0+Li 2 0, 
Ti0 2 , B 2 03, Li 2 0, ZnO, MnO, F and specifically CoO between 10 and 100 ppm.
